Death of Gen, James Allen. 


General Allon was born in Oblo, whero he 
Jived during the early part of bis career mark- 
qd with usefuluess and distinction. Alwayo o 
faithful, adherent of the old whig policy, he 
jdentified himself with the Oblo State Journal, 
an influential newspaper, published in Colum- 
Yus, Ohio, aud whioh owed much of its power 
and success to the abilities of Ita conductor.— 
Wherever the clouds of barbarism began to 
brenk, there were to be seen the footprints of 
this adventurous sud enterprising man, rowing 
the sacda of civilization, or cultivating, by 
means of his raro talenta, the germ olresdy im- 
planted, He wasa pioneer in Texas, and was 
engaged in the Texan war for independence, 
fighting at San Jacinto under Gen, Sam Ions- 
ton; he was also engaged in tha Mexican war, 
and subsequently emigrated to California, along 
with the other pioneers. In puransnee of bia 
early tastes and inclinations, he at once con- 
pected himeulf with the presa of that State, 
where by the readiness and vigor of his pen, 
he commanded an influence scarcely second to 
any inthe State, He wag one of the origipu- 
tora of the Tribune, published in Sacramento, 
and afterwards merged into the American, a 
Konow Nothing organ. 

In 1855 be was elected State Printer on the 
Know Nothing ticket. The Maryavilie Herald 
and Maryaville News were reapectively ton- 
trolled by him, uns subsequently, also, the 
Nevado Traneeript, But again the distant dip 
of the oar of progress hounted his quiet, and he 
turned his face toward the land of sage brush 
and allver, to take charge of the Washoe Times.

For the Humboldt Register, 
Castle Cave, 

Waving explored a portion of this great sub- 
tetrancan wondor at the head of Star Cañon, 
according to promise I send you a brief account 
of some of the wonderful curiosities met with. 

By appoiatment, our party met at the Shoba 
mine on the morning of Sunday, 8th iust, aud 
at 9 o’olock, A. M. started for the cave, well 
provided with all the necessary equipments for 
the expedition. Two honrs hard climbing, up 
the very steepest mountain in the whole range, 
brought us to a bold, rugged limestone cliff, or 
péak—sbout a milo ant a half northwest from 
the Sheba, on the summit between Star and 
Santa Clara cafons—whioh ia called in Star, 
‘Castle Rock.’ Tho cave is on the south side 
of this cliff, which presents a perpendicular face 
of at least two hundred feet in hight, The en- 
trance Ís fifteen fect above tho base of the olfff, 
which was reached by D. L, Wilber after con- 
siderable exertion, pud rather dangerous climb- 
ing. A rope was then made fast and let down, 
which cnabled the balance of the party to gain 
the entrance. After partaking of a lunch pro- 
vided by the Shoba boys, our party, consisting 
of fifteen, with two candles cach, took up its 
line of march; with Wilber, who had entered 
thé eave before, as guide ; Capt. Prescott, Ohlet 
Engineer; and the andersigned, reporter— 
having by request taken Imperfoct notes of the 
expedition, X 

The entrance js six foot high, abont tho asme 
width, and arched overhead 3 forming a perfect 
natural tonnel fore distance of about Aity feet. 
Atthis point Prescott consulted bis compass, 
and roported the course ‘North, 45° east? The 
‘faveaye cow beeatic more irregular and dificult 
of access, aldutting thé Bbapd and appearance 
ofa great fissure or crevice. We olambered up 
rugged stops aod clovations, and over preat 


Tiusaen of detached limestone, when a jamp 
“ldown of ten fesh, lighting ona soft, dry aub- 


stance, broaght ua into w chamber twenty-five 


feet long. Passing through thie, we entered a 
corridor of great length and marvelous beauty ; 
varying from five to fifty feet tn hight, and 
from two and a half to eight feet in width.— 
The walls were completely lined with ingrusta- 
tions of limestone, forming the most beautiful 
crystals of spar, hanging in clusters of various 
shapes and dimensions, of brilliant white and 
yellowish colors ; and here and there were great 
stalactites pendant from ourves in the banging 
wall, which frequently reached the foor— 
forming pillars—s most perfect and substantial 
system of ‘timbering’ for thle, Nature’a great 
tunnel. | 

As we passed along through the corridor, 
single file, each with » lighted candle, the re- 
flection upon the sparry orystals called forth 
exclamations of wonder aud admiration of thy 
bewlldering scene. Perbaps the glittering 
paesage would lead to the subterranean palace 
of Lanona, the spirit of silver? And who elee 
but the beautiful goddess could be the presiding 
spirit of such crystalline splendor, which no 
work of Art could assimilate? And would she 
be at home in her gorgeous palace, to favor us 
with an interview? We shall see. 

The fissure now became more ragged and 
abrupt, atsuming greater varleties of sbape, and 
with considerable of an inclination downward 
ag we followed it to the forlb. Our descent 
was necesearily slow, as we had to feel our way 
cautiously over the uneven floors through the 
winding labyrinths, until we cam to the end of 
the passage ; probably five hundyed feet from 
the entrance, A rope was here attached to the 
rocks, and through a hole in the floor of the 
cavern—too emall to be convenient-——we lower~ 
ed ourselves a distance of twenty five feet, into 
a large chamber twelve feet wide, from ten to 
fifty feet high, and fifty feet lung—which we 
named *Wilber’s Chamber’—he being the first 
to descend into it. 

All having descended to this level, we pur- 
sued our explorations southward through a 
passage connecting with the chamber, which 
was parallel to and directly under the upper 
one we had traversed, This presage bad wo 
inclination downward to the south, of nearly 
45°, We followed ita distance of about one 
bundred fect, being too low tha most of the 
way to allow of one walkiug upright ; when we 
came tothe end. A sms!l opening, howaver, 
through which, by our lights, we could see a 
large cavity a little further op. With the aid 
of the pick we bad brought along, it was goon 
made largo enough to admit a mediam sized 
mao— but which was rather a tight #queeze for 
some of our party. Some time was consumed 
in crawling through this spirat hole, which ex- 
erted overy muscle, and bad a very damaging 
effect on clothes. We now stood in a very ex- 
tensive and most magnificent oval-shaped 
chamber. Was this the palace of Lanonu? 
Alas! the poctry was squeezed out of me in my 
descent through the hole, and I was forced to 
abandon the idea of this being the abode of the 
goddess, unless, perchance, she was of very 
diminutive stature, and didn’! wear hoops—else 
how could she get through the passage? And 
I bad conceived her to be of very clever pre- 
portions, Oar lights failed to penetrate the 
darkness to the top of the chamber, which muat 
have been at least one bundred feet high in the 
center, twenty by forty fect at the bottom, and 
gradually narrowing towards the top Stalan- 
tites and crystals of spar dazzled from ite sides ; 
many of which were then in process of forma- 
tion by depositions from the water dripping 
from the crevices in the limestone wall rock. I 
ehall make no attempt to describe this most 
wonderful part of the great tavern, or tho feel- 
logs that inspired and held us spell bound, eo 
to epeak, as wo gazed upon its gloomy, magni- 
ficent grandeur! But judge for youreelt, Mr. 
Editor, of the emotions and great change en- 
tirely foreign to Que's nature the ecene will 
awaken in the human mitd, when I atate that 
the irrepressible Prescott, uncovering his head, 
(being slightly bald added to the effect) was 
moved to prayer—wwhich, however, was offered 
more in s spirit of admiration than humility, to 
the Great Miner, at whoso shrine we bowed, 
who had planned and executed this mighty en- 
terprise, sod who he ackaowlcdged was mightier 
than himself, and the secrets of whose grand 
aud complex system he was most desirous of ' 
divining! After thie, L thought X ought to feel 
sublime—tricd, and succeeded toa pitch never 
before attained. 

It was now proposed this temple should be 
dddicated by a Union song ; when Mr, Wolcott 
sung with charming offect, all joining in the 
chorus ; 


‘We are all come here to the tented field, 
To fight for tho stars snd tho Union to shield, 
Look away—loox away— 
Is Dixie's land’ 


And Mr. Òrgan anng: ‘Succesa to Amorica } 
The effect of she singing Perkina atmmed up 
to a very conolee conclusion, and graphically 
Gexeribed as ‘perfectly gorgeous? The melodi- 
ous cadences reverberating through the gloomy 
cavern filled our souls with music, und certainly 
justified Perkins in hie jadgmont, 

A passage was now explored a distanse of 
about one hundred feet, leading northwest ; an= 
other was discovered leading west, and down- 
ward by a narrow entrance, too amali for 
egress; but the rumbling noise of atones thrown 
down was heard for a long time; also, Me 
Rogle found and explored pawages ronvigg 


south, We called this great room ‘the chapel 7 
bot I enggest, it shall bear the name of the 
lady whe shell Sret honor it with, her presence 

Three hearty cheers were given, when we again 
submitted oureelves to the equeezing process 
and retraced opr steps to ‘Wilber’a Chamber,’ 

From this point our explorations contianed 
northward, along the main passage, & distance 
estimated at fifteen hundred feet ; and through 
a great number of side passages and ‘cross- 
courses,’ many of which were uot followed to 
the ends, A great many curiosities, galleries, 
halle, and cavities, of fantastic shapes, sparkling 
with crystals and stalactites, were met with.— 
About one hundred feet north of “Wver'e 
chamber,’ parsing-through “several Jevels and 
abropt ascents and descente, we entered a large 
room which was named ‘Prescott Hall,’ The 
passáges leading into it and the hall itself were 
overhung very threateningly by large messes 
of limestone, full of eracks and seams, looking 
asif they would fall at the least touch, aud 
ruggestive of rather unpleasant sensations gB 
we passed under them—altogether a very wild 
and frightful part of the cavern, 5 

Nortbwesterly from the main pareage, Mr, 
Searl and others explored a gallery a distance 
of one hundred and fifty feet, that led into a 
beautiful arched room which was named ‘Bat 
Chamber,’ from the fact of a large flock of 
those birds being found there; which, by the way, 
were occarionally met with in other parts of the 
eave-- being the only living thing found in it. 

We had now ex, Jored the main cavern atout 
two thousand feet northerly from Wilber’s 
chamber, the courge of which Prescott stated 
was about magnetic north and south ; and be- 
coming tired, began to retrace ons steps; in 
the course of which our route was lost by 
taking the wrong passage; and our candles 
were nearly exhausted. Suppose we should be 
left in the dark! And I opened a discussion 
with Perkine, speculating on the probable 
chances for atid against our eyes ever again 
beholding daylight! In fact I might say shat, 
like Mrs, Micawber, E was overcome by my 
feelings'—posxessed of a lively solicitude to 
again see the surface of mother earth, aud the 
light of day—not fear, certainly not ; who, that 
would explore two thongund feet down these 
mysterious labyrinths, cpuld be frightened 1— 
certainly nos I, Ibad now chosen a spot where, 
with arms folded across my breast, I would pe- 
aign myzelf calmly to the petrifying influences 
of the cavern 3 to be exbumed, perhaps, a cen- 
tury hence, in a beautifal state of preservation, 
and go down to posterity with grekt mummy 
notoriety. But then I thought of the bats— 
Woul. they not distigure the handsome face of 
Prescott? And I turned to ask Perkins whether 
they would cat human flesh. I shall never for- 
get the woelul expression of his countenance $ 
and being reminded of what a ridiculous look- 
ing burleeque of a mummy he would make, clad 
in—a suit donned for the occasion—au old red 
shirt and great rents in his pantaleeas, changed 
the tenor of my thoughts, and I scouted the 
mummy idea as too ridiculous; and resolved 
to rely wholly on the engineering talent ot 
Prescott, for a safe deliverance ; which, I have 
no doubt, our friends will be pleased to ‘learn, 
was safely effeated, `% 

On regaining Prescott’s Hall, the chorua of 
Sheba boye sung * Bold Robin Hood,’ which was 
very soothing to us, aud three rousing cheers 
were givet—wwhen we continued our journey. 
The ascent by rope, hand over-hand to the up- 
per gallery, was found mach moro difficult than 
the descent. Again we passed through the 
beantiful corridor, admiring the sparkling 
crystals ; and when, near the entrance, I dis- 
covered s stray, faint ray of daylight, aud com— 
taunicated the fact to Perkins, instantly bis 
face assumed a pleasing expressioa—Perkins 
was happy! We reached the entrance after 
baving been four and a half hours in the cav- 
ern, but without, as we believed, exploring one» 
tenth part of it. Iv fact his the belie! that fu 
communicates with the opposite side of the 
mountain, aud it is sald that an Indian went 'n 
here aome time stnoe and came out at the other 
eave between Prince Royal and Humbolds—~ 
the one which frieud J.B D. once upon’a time 
invested With wromintie acd beautiful Indian 
tradition, i 

Ishonld have said in connection with the 
Chapel, that fossil bones were found there, and 


that onr party was divided in opinion as tof 


whether they were bumai or animal. If ani- 
mal remaing, how came thuy there ? 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, 1 would eay that 
but very little is known of this great work of 
Natore, This is tbe second party that has vis- 
ited it—the frat went in bnt a short distance, 
It is the most wonderful curiosity in this re- 
gion of country ; aud this haatily prepared 
sketch can convey but a poor idos of its mag- 
uitu o. Itis worthy tho investigation of aoi- 
euco, and n mightier pon than this fo do it jue. 
tice. I¥is yet without a name ; several have 
been proposed, but ate too far-fetched to be 
appropriate, Who will suggest ono?

The Late Emperor Nicholas on Eng- 
land, France and the United States, 
In 1855 the New Orleans Bee published the 

following from a letter addressed to a citizen of 

New Orleans by a Ru sian friend, thea resi- 

dent at &t. Petersburg : 

Belforo my letter reachea you, you will prob- 
ably baye received intelligence of a loss that 
will spread a gloomy vail over oll Russia ; for 
the death of euch a man iso blow that not only 
ctrilies his own Country, bat resoands from the 
shores of the whole world. Ip my lost letter I 
did not openly declare what we were expecting 
from day to duy, for we were unwilling to ne- 
custom our hearts to on idea which our minde 
were not capable of conceiving. Tho last daya 
of the Czur sre n whole century in the history 
of Rumin, and will never be forgotten by thos 
who witnereed them, Do you imagine that he 
wag exasperated with his fora? Quite tothe 
contrary, Impatiently, like a propbet, he gog- 
ed upon the present situation of the different 
European Powers, and predicted the lature 
with the accuracy of one wito looks far beyond 
the present, 

*Buglond,’ està be, thas reached ber culmi- 
nating point, either for life or death. There is 
no middle point for her to pursue. One thiag 
alone may enve bey, and that is o free confes- 
sion, not only by the Government, but by the 
whole aristocracy, made fo the people that they 
have heen absurd from first to last; that the 
Crown Is auable to maintain its power, ani 
that the people must arise ond unite together 
ns oud mau tocave the bopor and preserve the 
leteprity of the Country. A candid acknowl- 
edgment of the trath may even now save Bag- 
land, if her corrupt aristocracy can be brought 
to the stool of confession. France, on the 
other hand, can maintain hereelf only by false- 
bond nud deception, The Emperor may pro- 
claim to ng subjects that be governa and infu- 
ences tho afiairs ofall Europe 3 that nota shot 
ean bo tired without bis permission, and that 
Franca is the first power in Europe; but a sin- 
gle chock, one apeech of n demagogue, may 
overthrow him, ond darken the star of Napo- 
leon for ever.
